^\ CIVIC INCOME AND OUTGO. 

The statement of the financial condi 
tion of the City must be os gratifying 
to the Ratepayers as it is credit- 
able to the retiring fJouncillors, The 
matter. iB;so clearly set before the pub- 
lic by the Auditor as to render a re- 
view of the main foatui-es unnecessarj-. 
It is proper, however, that we should 
refer to Sir. Bale's note at the foot of 
the tabulated matter. It is tliprcin 
shown chat the statement covers a 
period of thirteen months and includes 
expenditure and outstanding liabilities 
to the 3l8t of December. In previous 
years tho practice has been to omit 
frpm. annual statements liabilities out- 
8t4nding in December, This practice, 
to say tlic least, was unsatisfactory; 
for no clear idea of the financial status 
of the city could be gleaned from a 
8tatemertt*that>did not comprehend 
even an (vppfoxiifnation of all Civic lia- 
bilities as well as assets down to the 
date of the closing of the books. Such 
is thp intention of the Act under wliich 
annual financial sLatements are pre- 
pared, and the present City Corporation 
are to be praised for the full, clear and 
satisfactory manner in -which they have 
complied with the law. The Auditor's 
note farther shows that the liabilities 
of tho Council of 1878 were $7,622. .37, 
. which, having been assumed by the 
present Council, the excess of liabil- 
ities is now only $3,138.25. Had the 
present Council not taken into consid- 
eration-' the over-expenditure of 1878, 
there would have been a surplus on 
hand of S4,»184.16. 

The present Council have not been 
without their faults. We have never 
disguised our liostility to their cow- 
1 censing ordinance; and wo should pre- 
ferred to have seen them taken a lirm 
and manly stand against the encroach- 
ment of the Government on their pre- 
rogative id the matter of street im- 
provement. But w-hen we come to dis- 
cuss their management of the Ciyic 
finances we say unhesitatingly and 
unreservedly that they are entitled to 
• the meed of praise which we have not 
been enabled to award to some of the 
Councils that have preceded them. 



That the decision of the Police Ma- 
gistrate in the matter of the Chinese 
gambling cases brought before him 
would stand fire before the Supreme 
Court wo are inclined to doubt. With 
all deference to tho result of Hon. Mr. 
Pembertox's careful researches into tho 
laws bearing upon gatDbling,|we are in- 
clined to di.spute the correctness of bis 
views. All games of chance, and all 
games played for money or other stake; 
are unlawful. The question for tho 
Magistrate to decide was whether tho 
game known as tantan by.tho Chinese 
was played for a stake." 'The ptoaecu- 
tion may have erred^in failing to 'pro ' 
duco an expert; but there appears to 
have been no lack of evidence as to the 
illegality of the game, not-.vithstanding 
iantan is not described in the Ca- 
nadian Act as xinlawjid. Will any one 
contend that if the game of poker wero 
not defined in the Statute it would 
not bo as illegal, whenHsplayed ,for 
money, as the game of farol Mn pEM- 
nERTOx's proposition to license houses 
where tantan is played in tho same way 
that aleliouscs.iu England are licensed, 
if seriously mcant,is really a step which, 
if adopted, would scarcely be conducive 
to public morality. The suggestion 
thrown out in the decision of_an : ap- 
peal to the Supreme? Court -will, we 
trust, be adopted. , '-

In the County Court yesterday \\'illiam 
A. Calhoun, pressman at the oflico of the 
Siflnrfard newspaper, Hon. "Mr. DeCosmos' 
organ, was sued by Mr. Goo. Stelly for 
89, being tlie value of "two cords of^wood 
. supplie^^oj nu^e^a^honfire on thi^^asioii 
of the Hon. iAmor DeCdsmoS' election for 
tho city of Victoria as ropresontative at 
Ottawa," in October, 1878. 

The plaintitr, having taken tlie stand, 
testifiod tliat Mr. Callioun came to his 
place on tho night of tho election and 
ordered th&wood, so as to havo "ono big 
bonfire on^ 6overhmehl»'iBtre»bJ"*='' 

Noah Shakespeare, who was suponced 
as a witness, in reply to Mr. Calhoun, 
stated that he remembered taking up a 
collection in the Standard offico on the 
night of tho election to pay for a band of 
music; ho had no recollection about the 
nipnoy being for a bonfire; paid a man $5 
to watch the. fire; ' Bememoered nothing 
about guinstick to start tho firu. 

His Honor said that it was possible 
that under tli« election law tho claim was 
not a legal one. Ho would take tinio to 
look into the law and reserve judgment 
for one week. 

Mr. Shakespeare said that he was very 
much sar^riapd this cose had been brought 
into court'at all. He had boon waited on 
by Mr. Bull, tho collectfir, who had re- 
quested him to settle tho account. Ho 
(Mr. S.) had assured Nr. Bull that tho 
money would bo forthcuming in the course 
of a day or two; but now tolas groat 
astonishment ho found that a summons 
had been taken out against Mr. Callioun 
to recover tho amount. 

Mr. Bull then rose to address tho Court. 
Ho said that hia Honor know very well 
what theso promises amounted to. • He 
(Mr. B.) had been promised payment sev- 
eral times and finally ho had i)oon assured 
that a collection would be taken, up and 
tho^matter thus settled. Even thi-.! 
promise had not been kept, and conse- 
quently tho only moans to obtain a settle- 
ment w.\8 to bring tho case into court. It 
was purely a in.ittor of business witli him 
and all Mrj^ Stellj? ~„wanted .was payment 
for tlie wpo'd'Ke nad'supplied. " " 

Mr. Calhoun hero requeated'periuission 
to make a statoineiit, and after having 
been sworn testified that on tho evening 
of tho election in question he was at the 
Standard office. Sir. Shakespeare was 
al:io there. On hearing of th» success of 
Mr. DeCosmos Shakespeare took off his 
hat and chucked in acoin and said, "Let's 
havo a bonfire." Tho hat was passed 
.■irouiid by Shakespeare and a collection 
taken up to pareha.-ic the wood. Acting 
under the instructions of Mr. Shakes- 
pearo ho (Calhoun) went up to tlic plain- 
tifl''B place and ordered two cords. After- 
wards ho (Calhqun)_told'Mri, Shakespeare 
that gurawood'was' wantcid to start the 
bonfire and Mr. Shakespeare then wont 
down into hia pocket and produced a 
quarter. In tho meantime some one else 
went out and got a tar barrel. The bon- 
fire then took place. Sometime after- 
wards Mrs. Stelly met hiin (Callioun) on 
the street and said that the cordwoud had 
not been paid for. Ho runarkod that 
that was strange. He wished to' state in 
conclusion ta his Honor that he was a 
working man with a wife and three chil- 
dren and he did not think it fair that ho 
should be called on to pay for a celebra- 
tion of an electio» in which he had neither 
a voice nor a vote. 

His Honor again stated that ho was not 
Buro whether, under the election law, tho 
claim was a legal one. Ho would take 
time to look into tho matter and would 
reserve judgment for one week.

The following decision in the case of 
Rogina vs. Ah Pow was given in tho Police 
Court by Judge Pemberton yesterday: — 
oTliis is a case of gambling similar to 
that recently disniia.^ed on the ground 
that there was no proof that tho house 
was used for playing an unlawful game. 
Gaming is not unlawful unless the game 
ibo prohibited by statute. (AUport r.i. 
Nutt, 24 L. J. (JN\S.) Under tho 9 Goo. 
4, c. CI, S. 21, the Iceepors of ale-houses 
were liable to punishment if they lutfored 
any unlawful games, or ariy gaming what- 
soever therein ; but this wa.n an offence 
against their licence (see Oko p. 190.) It 
was urged by the prosecution that the 
seisure of some pieces of brass reiombling 
counterg in the game of Pharaoh w.as evi- 
dence that tho house was used for unlaw- 
ful gaming until the contrary was proved. 
The evidence showed, however, that the 
game played was not Pharaoh but Tan-tan 
or Tan-tan, a game played on a peculiar 
Cliinese mat, and not made unlawful by 
any statute that I am aware. According 
to the definition of n common gaming 
house under tho 8 and 9 Vict. c. 109 proof 
must bo given that it is kept or used for 
playing at an unlawful game ; and also 
that a bank is kept there by one or more 
of tho player.n exclusively to tho others, 
or that the chances are not alike favora- 
ble to all the players. The proof of the 
two latter propositions without the first 
falls short of that which the law requires 
to constitute a common gaming house, 
according to the de^nition quoted. Gam- 
ing is a matter of law, and the name of 
the game must be specified in tho convic- 
tion that the Court, incase of appeal, may 
judge whether it be lawful or unlawful. 
(Colborno vs. Stockdal ; P.iley's Summary 
CuBvictions, p. 175, 572). It is not al- 
leged that there is any cheating practiced 
at the game of tan-tan ; and I am of opin- 
ion that tho evidence does not warrant a 
decision that it is an unlawful game. If 
tho men who keep the houses where the 
game wiiere this game is played were 
obliged to take out a license with condi- 
tions as to its proper and orderly conduct- 
ing iu large rooms open to tho inspection 
of the police, in tho oamo way that .ale-' 
houses in England are licensed, tho evils 
at present complained of would bo gi'n^tly 
lesiened, and evidence of wh.tt is going 
on could bo more easily obtained. 

I must dismiss this summons ; but, if 
cither party bo dissatisfied, I will state a 
case for the opinion of tho Supreme Court, 
the ruling of which will bo a guido in 
future to inferior Courts. I may here 
state, in reference to tho recent remarks 
of the Grand Jury, that I have no power 
to try cases of gambling, assault or lar- 
ceny, except by consent ; the Canadian 
criminal law havjng almost wholly depriv- 
ed magistrates of summary jurisdiction.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend the Bylaw "For thp.^rp.tec- 
tion of the City against Fire," i,dintej^:i,the 
third day of October, 18C2; ■-; ; 

Bb it TiiEBEKOKB EK'ACTBDby the Mayor 
and Corporation' Of the^-Clty of Victoria as

1. Sections /"and 10 Of thdjsm^'tiylaw 
are hereby repealed. • ' " " ".'"^j ' 

2. The oralis of all chimnies''8h'air ,not 
be less than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime inortar, 
all joints being well flushed. 

3. All flues shallbe[{)argotted throughout; 
the coating shall not bo less than three- 
oighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall bo 
fiat-jointed with strong lime mortar im- 
mediately after tho erection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or ri<*t 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

6. The tops of all chimneys shall -be at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall be doomed by 
the Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it' 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil to ordor the same to bo taken down, 
and it shall be tho duty of tho person 
owning the said chimney or occupying tho 
house or premises 'whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after lio shall have been order- 
ed to do so. 

8. ' That any person guilty of any in- 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any' order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of the Peace for tho said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of tho Po- 
lico Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of nionoy not exceeding 
§20 for each ofTcnco, together with 'the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such fine, together with 
costs of prosecution, it sliall bo lawful for 
tho Polico Magistrate or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their ivarrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sale of 
tho offender's goods aud chattels, and in 
case no suiKciont distress to satisfy tlie 
amount of fine and costs shall be found, 
it shall bo lawful for tlio Polico M.-igis- 
trate or Justice of tho Peace as aforesaid 
to commit tho offender to' the Opmmon j 
Gaol for any period not exceeding one 
month.
